PBOVINOIAL FINANCES. 



Maoh has been hoard from a cortaiu 
quarter within tho past fow days of (lie 
humiliating position iu which tho Pro- 
vince has boQn placoJ by tho correspond- 
ence with tho Banlc of British Cohimbia 
respecting the monuy advances mudo by 
that institution to tho Provincial Qovoru- 
ment, and stress is laid on tho faot that 
the Bank has ttiinihitcd that tha loan of 
£150,000 shall bs plaoud on tho market by 
the Bank authoriliea in Loudon subject to 
certain conditions that are considered 
hard and ornel. The public need scarcely 
be told that the Province ia largely in 
debt to the Bank. The correspondouco 
mast have brought that fact home to tho 
mind of every man who may have taken 
tho trouble to road it. I!nt it is absurd to 
say (as has been said) that it "is in tlio 
hands of the Bank — at its mercy, in fact;" 
because the revenue resources of tho 
Government are sufliciont, if applied to 
the purpose, to pay off every dollar of in- 
debtedness within two years from 
date. The revonuG of the country under 
the wise and prudent management of the 
Elliott Government ban been increased 
from S31U,000 to 8107,000 per annum, and 
is still growing. Hnpposo tliero should 
be no increase of revenue and that tho 
Government were to set themselves de- 
liberately and earnestly to work to pay off 
the entire iodebtednees of the Proviuco, 
which, in round numbers, is $600,000. In 
two years the revenue would bo 
§814,000, a sum large enough to wipe oiT 
tho entire debt with iotorestand sinking 
fund and meet tho running expenses of 
the Government as well. Of conrse,there 
Tironld have to be a suspension of public 
works which would not meet with popu- 
lar favor, nor would it be wise to encour- 
age any such idea. It would never do 
to have roads and biidges falling into a 
condition of uuiopair llmt after 
two years neglpct would cost al- 
most as much to restore as they 
cost originally to construct. But tho fact 
remains, from tho ofliciul figures of reve- 
nue and iudebteduesH tiiat tho country is 
not "in tho hands of tho bunk." No coun- 
try that can pay off with two years' reve- 
nue its entire iudebtedne.»^s, can with truth 
said to bo insolvent. Canada, with 4,000,- 
000 of people, could not }my off all she 
owes in ten years by tho adoption of the 
plan we have laid down. It would take 
New Zealand (which has a population of 
only 300,000) twenty jedrs iu which to 
discbarge her indebtedness of 120,000,000 
with her pre.sent revenue. And to compare 
great things with small, how loug would 
it. tji kfl the United States, or even Great 
BruiTi'ir^Juiii!?,. . 'J.::\vv dollar not re 



out the country have begun to pay 
for their reckless demands of pre- 
vious years and the woaknosa 
of the Governments who, for the sake of 
retaining power .yielded to those demands. 
The cry is now heard from all parts of 
tho Province for Retrenchment— not oi the 
cheeseparing kind that saves at the spig- 
gotand loses at the bunghole; but for the 
inauguration of a system of economy that 
shall (no matter if Districts are pinched 
for a year or two) reduce the expensea of 
Government and public expenditure to 
the lowest notch compatible with efficient 
administratioa. 

The present Government is strong. It 
possesses to nr. ominent degree tho confi- 
(Imioo of the country, whose rights they 
have maintained in a manner that has 
won for tho Province the respect and es- 
teem of both Canada and the Mother 
Country, whioh had well-nigh been de- 
Htroyed by the antics and extravagances 
of the Walkein. Government. Nothing 
Clin or will shake public confidence in the 
Elliott Government if they succeed in 
showing when tLiey next meet the House, 
that they have not only kept public ex- 
penditure within the Estimates, but that 
they can show a surplus, however small it 
may bo. Tho question that will next agi- 
tato this country and whioh will occupy a 
more prominent place in the public mind 
than tho Island Railway will bo one of 
finances. 

In a future article we shall endeavor to 
show that the "humiliating jjosition" of 
the present Government towards the Bank 
will not compare with the "humiliating 
position" the late GoTerniaont stood: io 
towards Canada.

In the face of these 
patent facts, how absurd it is for mem- 
bers of the Oopositiou to ttaud up 
in tho House antl prciolujm tlio 
bankruptcy of the Province, when 
facts will show that it is perfectly 
solvent and could meet every dollar it 
owes^with two years' revenne./* The •in- 
debtedness of the country is large— too 
large when wo reflect that tho amount of 
work done by tho late Govern meut was 
not commensurate with the expenditure. 
But fortbat indtbteuness the preseut Gov- 
ernment cannot bo Ijhimod. They took 
up the work where tlieii- predecessors laid 
it down, and to pay oil' the uiosl prussing 
liabilities had recouiso to the Bank. If 
large advances have been made by the Bank 
they were made to meet the indebtedness 
left behind by tho Walkem Government, 
who for three years had continued a poli- 
cy of reducing the rovenuo and iucreus- 
ing the expenditure uniil tho expenditure 
over revenue reached ihe astonishing sum 
of $824,000. 

Recourse was had to the Bank, because 
it ofifered the readiest means of discharg- 
ing the pressiug liabilities of the Govern- 
ment. If tho rato of interest (8 per cent..) 
was excessivG it was the same that was 
paid by tho Walkom Government to tho 
same Bank. And if it was an uubuslnuBs- 
liko proceeding for the Elliott Govern-

An Act for granting certain sums of 
monej required for defmving tbe ox- 
pensea of civil government for tbo year 
1877, and for making good certain snmH 
expended in tbo public Eervice in 187G, 
and other purposes, after some little dis- 
cussion, J uiing ^Uioh Mr. "Walkem ob- 
jected to the third reading, but finally 
withdrew his objection, fros read a third 
time and passed. 

LEOAIj PKOFESSIONS BILL. 

Committee on this Bill, Mr. Morrison 
in the chair. 

Mr. Humphreys objected to tbe Bill, 
thinking that there was no necessity for 
it. We sbould not debar lawyer.s from 
practicing horo, for tiiey cannot i)ractice 
unless tboj pass an examination. Ho 
thongbt there should bo free trade in law. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said tlio lion, gontlo- 
loan opposit (Mr. Humpbrcys) luul, I 
believe, a large practice at one time 
amongfst his Chinese constituents at 
Lillooet. Indeed, I bad the honor of the 
hon. gentleman appearing before me us an 
advooato once His cliint on that oc- 
oassion was a Chiuatnan, who, lam sorry 
to say, "uame out at tho wrong end" 
owing to tho able advocacy of tbo hon. 
gentleman. 

Dr. Ash thought that if thoy passed 
this Bill that it would place liiwyer.s on 
tho same footing as in 1858, when the 
system was most arbitrary. If a lawyer 
were to pay fees that would be quite suiS- 
oient. 

Mr. Walkem thought that in some re- 
spects this was a gocd Bill. It is merely 
a consolidation of all tbo old Aci.". 

Hon. Mr. Elliott s iid th it cvoiy where 
protection was givou to lawyers by such a 
clause as this, but still wo linil that in 
England not moro than four lnwyi!r.s have 
been debarod for many .yoara, so groat is 
the precaution taken in admitting them to 
the bar. Ho tbouerht that this measure 
was an absolute neoossitj. 

ClauBos 1 and 2 then paiaed. • 

Mr. Davio moved that the Bill be taken 
as read, other iviso it would bu lost as Dr. 
Ash had snid ho would vote ngaiust tho 
suspension of tho stuudiug orders. 
Carried. 

Committee rose and reported tho Bill 
comiilete without amendment. 

Mr. Morrison said that the Bill had 
been treated in tbo most strange manner 
and ho would votu against tho third read- 
ing. 

Dr. Ash thought it was disgraceful 
pnabing suoh an important Bill tb rough. 

Hon. Mr. Sinithe understood that when 
the vote was tukon that tho Bill be con- 
sidered as road no one would Tote 
unless thoy had considered well tho sev- 
erAl clauses. If any one had an amend- 
ment to put it was opon for him to put it 
now at the third reading. 

The Bill was then read u third time and 
passed with amend meDt.

Mr. Beaven entered his protest against 
the latter part of tbe report. 

rUDIilO 80H00L BIIiIi. 

Mr. Morrison moved the second read 
ing of this Bill. He said there was no 
country where the sohool-nge was six 
with tbe oscontion of British Columbia, 
and be tbouglit it would be as well to 
make tbo scbool ago five hero. 

Mr. Walkem ."aid his itnpresa'on was that 
thi.s House Hhould bo guided in this mat- 
ter by the Board of Education. If wo re- 
duced tho age to five it would to a certain 
oilor.t make tbese schools nurseries. 
Ho thought six was quite early enough 
As for the Cache Crook school he must 
absolve tbo Suporintendont and teacher 
from all blame in this matter; but he did 
not think this Bill was a step in tbe right 
direction, and would therefore vote 
against the prinqiple of the Bill. 

Hon. Mr. Smitbe said tho first clause 
embodying tho age might bo struck out 
in Commiltoo; but ho was prepared to 
support the propositiou. Originully tho 
ago bad beou five and it had boon found 
to work very well, and as the Bill now 
stiiuds it does not prevent any one send- 
ing a obild of Ave totiiie Bohool and' tbe 
child will not be refused admission. It 
is now more and more an obstacle to os- 
tiblisliing schools in rnral districts. Ho 
thought it was our duty to extend this to 
rural dislriots, whore it is of vital impor- 
tancQ. Hu intended to support the se- 
cond rending. 

Oapt. Evans said that on Lightning 
Creek there wore about 18 children who 
would go to school were this to bo passed. 
He did not think that it would be making 
a dry-nurso establishmout of it. Ho hoped 
no ono would objoot to tbo ohango of age, 
Dr. Tolmie gave his reasons for con- 
fionting to tlio proposed change from C lo 
5 jears, as tho age at which oliildren can 
enter the public schools. Ho had the 
best authority for stating that parents 
both in town and country wero iu favor 
of the change. Physiologically, educat- 
ing ehildien so young as tbo age named 
could not bo approved; but there was 
little danger of young children in our 
Provinciul schools being urged forward 
to tbo risk and injury of health. It would 
be much more valuable for a boy or girl 
between the ages of 12 and 18 to have a 
year's education ratber than between 
those of 5 and 6; but at the moro advanc- 
ed iicriod many children in the rural dis- 
tricts are kept away to assist on the farm 
or in tiie house. .• ■ 

Mr. Douglas would stipportthe second 
reailing of tbe Bill. 

Mr. Humphreys was of opinion that a 
child of 5 years wai open to gain much 
ben?fit from being at school. He would 
support this Bill. 
Mr. lioaven was of 



ed his opinion at all with rcBpeot to the 
bill of 1«76; but since then he had heard 
tho other side and was convinced that at 
present the country was not ripe for such 
a measure. He found that contractors 
had been refused by men who would have 
boon benefitted by tbe piavel being taken 
for a road, just for a small spite against 
the contractor. Ho thought the peoplo 
would see later on the benefit of the 1876 
Act. At preseutther did not do BO and 
till thou ho did not think it right to op- 
poso this bill. 

Mr. Mara said that ho bad opposed tho 
bill last sossioa and would support the 
repeal this session, 

Mr. Douglas would certainly have to 
vote against this amendment Act, Ho 
certainly thought land-owners should be 
indemnified for this gravel being taken. 
Mr. Walkem would support this Bill. 
Hon. Mr. Elliott said he always reserv- 
ed to himself tbe right of changing his 
oijinion. He had oliangod his opinion 
since last year and would give this mea- 
sure his support.

Capt. Evans said he would vote against 
this, for ho believed the present bill to bo 
a really good ono and ho would support 



opinion that chil- 
dren should not go to school before they 
were 8 years old. He tbought it was 
cruelty to send children to school at five 
years of age. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott said we were not leg- 
islating for children whose parents could 
afford to keep thoin at homo and takocare 
of them. Ho wowld support this Bill. 
With reference to tho trustees, in tho face 
of tho correspoudtnce before us he 
thought we could not do otherwise than 
allow clause 2 to pass. 

Mr. Mara thongbt the only thing we 
could do with regard to tbo Cacho Creek 
bcliool would bo to tako away the power 
of ihu trustees as proposed in this Bid. 
Ho was also in favor of the age being 
changed to 5 years; but at tbe samo time 
was afraid that it would be the cause of 
increasing schools and in that way en- 
hancing tbe pxpenditnre uiider ihi^ head. 

Hon. Mr. Elliott laid ou tbe table Mu- 
nicipal leturns for 187G. 

Mr. Gordon was prepared to support 
tho change of ago now, though at first he 
had been opposed to it. 

Mr. Williams said he knew children 
of the age of five had been going to school 
almost tbo same as if the age specified 
was 5 instead of 6. 

TJiQ House then went into Committee 
with Mr. Douglas in the Chair. 
Clause 1 passed. 

Mr. Smith moved as an amendment to 
strike out all about tbo trustees and leave 
tbe management with the Board of Edu- 
cation and the Deputy Superintendent. 

Tins amendment was put and lost. 

Mr. Mar.i, though ojjposed to tbe school 
being in tbo hands of trustees entirely, 
yet he thought that there should bo somu 
trustees. 

Mr. Beaven drew the attention of hon. 
Rcutlemen to the faot-that they were vot 
ing against tho Qovorrior's Speech with 
respect to Cacbo Crouk School. 

lion. l\Ir. Elliott faid no one could re- 
grot more than ho did that it was found 
that tbo report in that SDOUch turned out 
to bo not consonant with facts that had 
developed since that speech Witn framed. 
The reports from Cache Creek whero then 
most favorable; but since then circum- 
stances havo como to kuowlege as shown 
in tho corrosi)oinlenoo which Called for 
our serious at'eniiou. 

Mr. Mara !-aid that on his way down he 
had visited Cacho Crfekanu at tbe time 
was much pleased with tho then state of 
aflairs. All the children there wero well 
oared for and tho parents and people 
round there were satisfied with tbe chan- 
ges the Government had made there. 
These fearful disclosures had fallen on 
tbe people there as well as on tho Gov- 
ernment hero like n bombshell. They 
had taken everyone by surprise; in fact at 
first tfaey were hardly credible.

Mr. Ash moved tbo foiling resolution; 
That this House, h iving considered tho 
terms of the original resolution of tho 
Houso rotating to tbe Crown Lands at 
Ogden Point, is of opinion that the fore- 
shore nt Ogden and Nios Points should 
be kept free and open for the : use of the 
people f Victoiia.- Carried. 

Mr. Milby moved the following reso- 
lution: 

That whereas the following resolution 
pas!:ed this House last session, namely: — 
"That whereas tho miners and settlers 
residing in the district of Eootenay, owing 
to the isolation of their po'sition and their 
proximity to tho United Stat"s boundary, 
cannot roly upon this Province for pro- 
tection in case of any outbreak among 
iho aborigines, and aio powerless to pio- 
loot themselves from depredations com- 
mitted by any evilly disposed persons in 
the absence of an organized Mounted 
Police force; therefore, bo it resolved: — 
"That an humble adilro'^s bo presented 
to His Honor tho Lientenaut-Governor, 
pioying that he will urge upon tho Do- 
minion Goveroment tbe immediate neces- 
sity of carrying out the recommendation 
of Major Geueial E. Selby Smyth, com- 
manding tho Militia of Canada, by tbe 
establishmout of u Mounted Police post 
at St, Mary's Prairie, or some other suit- 
able location in the district of Kootenay, 
with a view to the security of tbo life and 
property of all claasps of tho community, 
and to encourage the further doielop- 
raeiit of tbo stock-raising and farming in- 
terests of this esteu^ive and important 
ugriculttiral and mining section of 
British Columbia." 

And whereas no steps have been taken 
by the Dominion Government to comply 
with tho recommendation; be it therefore 
resolved: — 

That His Honor tho Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor ill Council bo again respectfully re- 
quested to urge upon the Dominion Qov- 
trnment ths desirability of such an estab- 
lishment at Kootenay, which, from its 
position of isolation from tbo rest of tbo 
Province as its proximity to tbo United 
States territory, is in a position of de- 
foncelessiicsd against either an outbreak 
am<jng tiio Indians or depredatioDB of 
lawless persons from the adjacent coun- 
try. Carried. 

An Aot to amend tho Constitution Aot, 
1861." 

Hon. Mr. Elliott paid the Government, 
after mature deliberation had determined 
not to introduce a measure for the enfran- 
chisement of Cassiar and tho giving an 
additional member to Nanaimo. Ho saw 
that they could only make such an Aot 
ojierativo at tho next general election. Ho 
thought that Najaimo should ccriainly 
havo an additional moniber;but no minis- 
try couhl bring iu such a miasuto to tako 
0|)pratiou in too middle of a Parliament 
for the ox( rcising of such power would 
bo a terrible engine in tho hands of a 
strong Government who could add to tbe 
^representation of any cbnsjituency favor 
able to it. Whatever position he occupi- 
ed in tho next session of this House he 
would advocate not only the additional 
ropreseiitfttioii for Nanairao but tbe en- 
franchisement of Cassiar and ho was 
perfectly baii.->Ilcd that the mining dis- 
trict of Cassiar would sufSoiently hold 
its own to entitle them to reprseatation. 

Mr Evans moved that an humble ad- 
dress bo presented to his honor tha Lieut. 
Governor praying that a return be print- 
ed in tho sessional papers sbcwing tbo 
names of all persons who have died in- 
to.stato witiiin tho province, and whose 
estates havo been administered by the 
Eegistrar of the Supreme Court pince tbe 
pnssing of tho Act intituled tho "Intestate 
Est lies Ordiuanci!, 1868," giving in each 
case, — 

1. The gross amount received; 

2. Tbo amount of eipeuses and costs of 
administration; 

3 Tho amount paid into the Treasury.

Carried. 

Mr. Walkem moved— That the report 
of and ovidouoo taken by the Select Com- 
mittco appointed to enquire into the man- 
ner in which tbe contract for the Coffer- 
dam and all other hnsiDOHR connected 
with Ibo Esquimalt Graving Dock havo 
boon carriod on since January 1st, 1876, 
bo taken into consideration in oonneotiOn 
with that part of His Honor's Sporoh 
vf hioh refers to tbe said work.

^longing to Duusmuir, Digglo & Co., at 
Wellington, wero acting under orders 
from tbo Government ?

St. Louis, April 11. — The -moat 
frightful calamity that has ever befall- 
en St. Louis took place early tbis 
morning, involving tbe destruction of 
the Southern Hotel by fire, and the 
loss of a largei number' of lives. The 
exact number cannot now be given, but 
it is feared forty or fifty perished, 
either by being burned directly or first 
smothered by smoke and then con- 
sumed. Tho fire caught in the store 
rooms in the basement, and was first 
seen coming through the ground floor 
just north of the 'office;' land in ten 
minutes it had ascended the elevators 
and rotunda and spread itself over the 
sixth floor under the roof. This floor 
was occupied entirely by employes of 
the hotel, the largest part of whom 
were women. The fire spread rapidly, 
filling every room and hall' with flames 
and smoke, and the scene was of the 
most terrible description. Frantic 
men, women and children ran through 
the halls shrieking in the most heart- 
rending manner in thoir wild and des- 
perate eiTorts to escape. The smoke 
was so dense in gome of the halls that 
tbe gas jets wore extinguished, which 
rendered egress to those most familiar 
with the building a matter of great 
difficulty. The density of smoke in 
the hall drove many guests and board* 
era back into their rooms, and they 
rushed to the window as a means of 
escape. Ladders were raised as soon 
as possibleiiand.vromen and children, 
with nothing on but night clothes 
were taken from the burning building. 
Some fainted from fright, nnd others 
sunk exhausted to the ground from 
nervous proatruliou. The ladders were 
generally too short to reach the fifth 
und sixth stories, but' by hoisting 
some on the one story balcony on the 
Nortb side of tbe building these floors 
were reached and all those at tho win- 
dows rescued. The Skiuuer fire escape 
was brought into service and saved 
many lives. While this work was going 
on some frightful scenes occurred. 
One man who' bad been" occupying a 
window on the street front of the hotel 
became desperate at tho seeming de- 
lay in effecting his escape. With ner- 
vous hands he tore sheets from his 
bed into strips, tied thom together.fas- 
tening this improvised rope to the 
window sill, and disregarding the fact 
that it did not reach moro than 20 
feet, he let himself down baud-over- 
hand. The men below who saw his 
position, turned away their heads to 
avoid witnessing the sickening event 
that was inevitable. Finally ho reach- 
ed the end of tbo sheet and for the first 
time seemed to roalizo his position. He 
stopped, throw his head back, reveal- 
ing a ghastly faco and swung slowly 
to and fro, swayed by the breeze which 
the roaring flames above created. His 
iiiubs swung around convulsively ns 
though to cutch around something, — 
then ho let go, and groans went up 
from hundreds as he whirled round 
und round and finally struck on the 
stone flogging. He died in n few mo- 
ments. Two other men jumped from 
tho '1th story windows, ono of whom 
seemed not to bo dnngerouHly hurt, 
while the other expired iu a lew mo- 
niouts. A woman became panic stricken 
and jumped out. She alighted oubor 
feet, and was carried to tho St. Jumea 
hotel, and is still alive. Her husband, 
who had been standing by her side 
then tore up tho bedding and let 
strips so made out of a window. To this 
the flremen attached a rope, which the 
man hauled up, making it fast to the 
windovy sill and safely descended by it. 
A man named J. E. Watsoii jumped 
from the dth story and was killed. 
Andrew Eusman mid Mrs. Scott mot 
their deaths tho same way. The mortal- 
ity,an)0ugtbe female help of tho hotel 
it is feared will be found great. The 
loPS of life, at first entitled at 200, will 
not exceed 35. Tho property destroyed 
was valued at §1,20U,0()0.
